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DETAILED ACTION 
Reissue Applications

In accordance with 37 CFR LI 75(b)(1), a supplemental reissue oath/declaration under 37

Claims 1-21 and 26 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue declaration under 
35 U.S.C. 251.

The claims are limited to a correction tape dispenser comprising a tip having an edge for pressing 
tape against a surface, the tip also including guide means on either side of the edge with the edge 
between the guide means, the guide means operating in conjunction with the shape of the tip for 
twisting the tape so that the tape path around the edge is in a plane substantially perpendicular to 
the edge and inclined to the feed direction of the tape leaving the supply spool. The prior art of 
record discloses correction tape dispensers having guide rollers or pins in the case of the 
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dispenser and a separate tip having an edge for pressing the tape; however, in the Examiner's 
opinion, the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest providing guide means as a part of 
the tip with the edge of tip between those guide means, which operate in conjunction with the 
shape of the tip for twisting the tape, as claimed.
